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SECRETARY HAY PUTS CHINESE MINISTER WU TO TEST: 
IS ASKED TO SEND MESSAGE TO CONGER © 
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ASHINGTON, July 13.—The Chinese minister, Mr. Wu, 

has undertaken to get through a cipher message from Sec- 

retary Hay to United States Minister Conger, at Pekin, 
and to deliver back the reply of Minister Conger, if. he be 
alive. Mr. Wu forwarded the cipher dispatch, together with an 
extended explanatory message of his own, Wednesday, and the 
results are now being eagerly awaited, both by Secretary Hay 
andthe Chinese minister,although it is appreciated that some 
days must elapse before runners can carry out this plan of 
opening up communication between the American government 
at Washington and the American minister at Pekin. 

It was soon after Minister Wu presented the text of the 
edict issued by the Chinese imperial government that Mr. Hay 
requested him to get through a message to Minister Conger. 
Since the Chinese government had succeeded in getting through 
its own communication from Pekin, Mr. Hay felt that it was 
quite reasonable to ask that like communication be opened be- 
tween our minister and the government here. Mr. Wu readily 
assented to this proposition. Mr. Hay thereupon wrote the 
message and had it translated into the official cipher of the state 
department. The contents were not. made known to Minister 
Wu, but in its unintelligible cipher form it was entrusted to 
him to be placed in the hands of Minister Conger at the earliest 
possible moment. Mr. Wu determined to act through the me- 
dium of an influential imperial official at Shanghai, who by rea- 
son of his position is better able than any one else in China to 
execute such a mission. Besides forwarding the message to Mr. 
Conger, Mr. Wu sent to the Chinese official a detailed and urg- 
ent explanatory message, setting forth the imperative import- 
ance of performing this service for the American government. 
The official was urged to spare no effort or expense in forward- 
ing the message by carriers, runners or any other means, into 
the hands of Minister Conger, and to use like means in getting 


back the answer to the American government. Two days hava 


elapsed since the message to Mr. Conger went forward, and it 
is confidently believed that it is now on its way from Shanghai 


to Pekin. 


A MESSAGE FROM GQODNOW.

He is ex- 
tremely anxious for the safety of the ministers and friendly 
Chinese in Pekin. The consul adds that fears for the worst are 
generally entertained. | 

The state department has also received a dispatch from 
Consul McWade, at Canton, saying that the viceroy, Li Hung 
Chang, has engaged quarters upon the Chinese: steamer An- 
ping, but that the date of his departure from the north is still 
undecided. Consul General Goodnow’s message terribly de- 
pressed the officials here. All along they have suspected that 
the various communications received from Chinese sources in 
Shanghai have been preparing the way for the announcement 
of the extermination of the foreign. ministers and their wives, 
children, attaches, dependenty and guards. | 

The consul general’s message, it is understood, is but a 
repetition of the latest press reports from Shanghai, but the 
state department has come to place a high estimate on Mr. 
Goodnow’s messages. It appreciates the fact that he does not 
send every piece of unreliable gossip afloat in the sensationah 
news center where he is stationed, but uses good judgment in 
sifting out the probable from the other kind of news. More- 
over, his advice this time is from the Chinese governor of the 
province wherein Shanghai is situated, and it is hard to con- 
ceive of an adequate reason for falsification. of the facts by that 
official in the direction of this report. Therefore the state de- 
partment, which has all along been hopeful of the ultimate res- 
cue of the ministers at Pekin, has now joined European chan- 
cellories in the belief that they have all been killed. 


London, July 14.—The ecanty cale dis-

The German military expedition will 
carry one battery of sixteen-centimeter 
Howitzers for the siege of Pekin. The 
marine ministry intends to charter thir- 
tv or forty vessels for China, many of 
them to be used as supply ships. 

At a meeting held here at which were 
‘present a number of the highest politi- 
cians, leading bankers and other persons 
of prominence a society was organized 
to collect money to provide physicians 
and nurses for the China expedition. The 
offers of persons to serve as nurses have 
been so numerous that no more can he 
accepted at present. 

The situation in’ China begins to affect 
German trade. Orders for railway mate- 
rial for the German Shan Tung railway 
have been cance’ed. A number of needle 
factories in Westphalia have closed. <A 
number of firmfs in Essen, Dortnund and 
Saxony complain that the position of 
affairs in China has injured their busi- 
ness. 

The foreign office today denied ener- 
getical'y to a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press the statement contained in 
cable dispatches from China to some 
I.ondon papers that Baron von Ketteler 
caused his own death through his harsh 
treatment of natives. ‘ 

Count von Bue'tow’s declarations re- 
garding Germany’s aims in China is much 
discussed by the press and is almost 
unanimous'y indorsed, but The Vorwaerts 
notes that Count von Buelow omitted to 
mention that ‘““Germany’s policy in resist- 
ing Japan's offer to take a mandate from 
the powers thwarted the only possibility 
of giving the ambassadors effective and 
timely aid.”’

Washington, July 13.—The war depart- | 
ment has received en interesting report 
from Captain George A. Dodd, of the 
Third cavalry, in regard to the operations 
in northwestern Luzon with troop F, of 
that regiment, from April Sth to May 3d 
last. 

Captain Dodd’s force, consisting of 
eighty-seven men and ninety-three horses, 
left Vigan on April 8th and headed northb- 
ward. Early on the morning of the dith 
instant his command encountered a large 
party of insurgents under Gregorio Agli- 
hay in the mountains near Badoc. 

In a fierce fight, lasting an hour, forty- 
nine insurrectors were killed, four were 
mortally wounded and forty-four were 
made prisoners. The affray took place 
in a thick jungle which made the move- 
ments of the soldiers very difficult. The 
command then proceeded to hunt down 
a large body of insurgents which was 
believed to be somewhere in the vicinity 
of Badoc. At daylight on the 25th instant 
they met their quarry and another sharp 
engagement took place. 

The bolo men are said to have 
fought with great ferocity, and the 
troopers were obliged to put aside 
their carbines and close in with thei 
revolvers in a hand-to-hand fight 
In this fight 120 insurgents were 


killed outright and five captured» 


with rifles and horses. 

Captain Dodd’s only casualty was 
spear wound suffered by Sergeant E. R. 
Coppeck in fhe fighting at close quarters. 
This engagement, says the report, prac- 
tically squelched an attempted uprising 
in A’ocos Norte. Next day the Filipinos 
were again at work in the fields. Cap- 
tain Dodd’s commend arrived back of 
Vigan on May 3d, having covered a dis- 
tance of 435 miles.

each of the countries whose ministers are in Pekin. Some sur- 
prise*is manifested here that the edict had not been presented 
by the several ministers before this time, but this may be due 
to delay in deciphering it from the code in which it was trans- 
mitted into Chinese and then into the language of the couritry 
in which the minister resides, Like the American government, 
the French have asked the Chinese minister to undertake the 
task of reaching the French minister in Pekin. Mr. Wu said to- 
night that no word had been received by him in reply to the 
telegram to Mr. Conger sent through the good offices of an influ- 
ential official in Shanghai, and that none could be expected so

Lincolnshire Regiment Attempts To Hold a Point Near Das- 
poor Fort and Is Badly Worsted 


HEAVY FIRE OPENED ON THEM 


Two English Guns Captured and Nearly 
Every Man: Is Killed. 


MAXIM'S SUPPORT DRIVEN AWAY. 


Mahon, with French’s Brigade, Final- | 


ly Succeeds in Retaking All the 
Positions from Which the 
British Were Lately 
Driven. 


Pretoria, July 12.—Colonel Mahon, re-en- 
forced by Genera! French’s brigade yes- 
terday, took al] the positions held by the 
Boers in the neighborhood of Rietofontein. 
A aqumber of Boer dead were found. The 
British casualties were trifling. 

Details are now at hand regarding the 
disaster to the Lincolnshire regiment on 
Wednesday. It appears that five compa- 
nies were odered Tuesday to proceed and 
hold the pass through Magalesburg, !n 
the neighborhood of Da&poart fort. They 
arrived at the pass in the afternoon, 
where three companies with two guns 
took up a position and camped for the 
night, leaving two companies on a plain 
south of the pass. The eastern hill was 
rugged, rocky and inaccessible, but fur- 
ther east apparentiy approachable from 
the main ridge. At daybreak yesterday 
the Boers appeared on the eastern kopje 
and opened a heavy fire. Confusion en- 
sued. The colonel. ordered the men to 
take up a position on a kopse west of the 
gap. From this point a hot.fire ensued 
during the entire day. Two guns under 
the escort of the Scots Grays placed in 
advance of the main body were captured 
after a stout resistance. Nearly evety 
man was kiMed or wounded. A Maxim 
gun was brought into action early in 
the day. The fire was too hot and the 
men were finally forced to retire. A.ser- 


‘geant, alded by seven volunteers, saved 


the gun. There was a continuous fire all 
along the line, the Lincolnshire regiment 
men vigorously replying. About 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon the Boers appeared to 
the left of the position occupied by the 
British. An officer and fifteen men at- 
tempted to charge them. Fourteen imei | 
were kiMed or wounded as a result of the 


' charge. Three companies were practical-’ 


ly surrounded, but they kept up a steady 
fire until toward night fall, when the 
ampvunition had been expended. 

The latest arrival from the scene says 
from the moment of his escape the men 
were taking a good position under cover 
and with fixed bayonets were awaiting 
the approach of the Boers. : 

It is understood upon .good authority 
that the Boers have employed armed na- 
tives. 

Two of the natives leaped from cover 
when a small party from the Lincolnshire 
regiment stepped up and demanded their 
surrender. A soldier stepped forward and 
shot both of the natives dead. 

One officer, who succeeded in making 
hig escape had. an encounter with an 
armed native. , 

It is feared that the losses of the Brit- 
ish are numerous. About thirmy of the 
British soldiers straggled vack to camp 
today. According to all accounts a great 
force is being assembled. to prevent 
further progress of the Boers. 

Commandant. Grobler, who commanded 
the federals at Nitrals Nek, had four 
guns. 

In the Dordepoort affair mentioned in 
Lord Roberts’s dispatch the men in the 
front rank of the Boers wore khaki uni. 
foftms and helmets and the dragoons 
passed them unsuspectingly under the 
impression that they were Hussars, The 
mistake was not discovered until the 
Boers opened a heavy fire when the dra- 
goons were within 400 yards.

Interesting Papers Read at Charleston 
‘Yesterday. 


SEVERAL REPORTS ARE READ 


One of the Committee on Resolutions 
Very Important. 


“COMMON SCHOOL (U3 HIGHEST HOPE” 


It Rests Upon the Affections of the 
American People—Knowleige 
Should Be Diffused. 


Charleston, 8. C., July 13—The Na- 
tional Educational Association closed its 
convention here tonight. During the day 
two sessions of the general convention 
were held, at which -these papers were 
read: 

“The Influence of Poetry in Education 
From the Basis of Aesthetics’’—William 
M. Bardshear, president of Iowa State 
Agricultural college. 

“The Value of English Literature in 
Ethical Training’’—Reuben Post. Haller, 
Louisville, Ky. 

“Educational Values in Literature’’— 
Dr. Martin G. Brumbaugh, University of 
Pennsylvania, recently chosen commis- 
sioner of agriculture for Porto Rico. 

‘“‘What Manner of Child Shall.This Be?’’ 
—Hon. George R. Glenn, state school 
commissioner of Georgia. 

“The Status of Public School Educa- 
tion in the South’’—George B. Cook, su- 
perintendent of schools, Hot Springs, 
Ark. 

President-elect Greene, of New Jersey, 
was introduced and spoke briefly iat the 
night session, after which the commit- 
tee on resolutions made its report as 
follows, which was adopted: 

“In accordance with established cus- 
tom, and tin order better to enforce those 
beliefs and practices which tend most 
powerfully to advance the cause of pop- 
ular~education and a civilization based 
on intelligent democracy, the National 
Educational Association assembled in its 
thirty-ninth annyal meeting, makes this 
declaration of principles: 

” «The common scnool is the highest hope 
of the nation. In developing character, 
in training intelligence, in aiffusing in- 
formation, its influence is incalculable. 
In last resort the common school rests 
not upon ‘statutory support, but upon 
the constructions and affections of Amer- 
icah people. It seeks not to cast the 
youth of the country in a common mold, 
but rather to afford free play for indi- 
viduality and for local needs and aims, 
while keeping steadily in view the com- 
mon purpose of all education. In this 
respect it conforms to our political ideals 
roe to our political organization, which 
bind together self-governing states in a 
nation, wherein each locality must bear 
the responsibility for those things which 


fort. A safe motto for the school as for 
the state is: ‘In essentials, unity; in 
non-essentials, liberty; in all things, char- 


ity. 

“A democracy provides for the edu- 
cation .f all its children. To regard the 
common schools as schools for the un- 
fortunate and the less well-to-do and 
to treat them as such, is to strike a fatal 
blow at their efficiency and democratic 
institutions; it is to build up class dis- 
tinctlons which have no proper place on 
American, soil. The purpose of the 
American common school is to attract 
and to instruct the rich as well as to 

rovide for and to educate the poor. 

ithin its walls American citizens are 
made and no person can safely be ex- 
cluded’ from its benefits. 

“The provisions of law for the civil 

overnment of Porto Rico indicate that 
it is the intention of the congress of the 
United States to increase the responsi- 
bilities of the bureau of education. We 
earnestly urge upon the congress. the 
wisdom and advisability of reorganizing 
the bureau of education upon broader 
lines; of erecting it into an independent 
department on a plane with the depart- 
ment of labor: of providing a proper 
compensation for the commissioner of 
education, and of so constituting the de- 
partment of education that while its in- 
valuable function of collating and diffus- 
ing information be in nowise impaired, 
it may be equipped to’ exercise effective 
oversight of the educationa] systems of 
Alaska and of the several islands now 
dependent upon us, as well as to make 
some provision for the, education of the 
children of the tens of thousands of 
white people domiciled in the Indian Ter- 
ritory, but who are without any educa- 
tional opportunities whatever. Such re- 
organizing of the bureau of education and 
such extension of its functions we 
lieve to be demanded by the highest in-

Men Went on a Strike Two Weeks 
Ago and Suffering Follows, 


COMPANY MAKES If CLAIM 


One Employee Declares That His 
Wife and Children Were 
Forced from Under Roof 
‘(While He Was at 
Work. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 13.—Between twen. 
ty-five and thirty evicted families have 
been encamped in an orchard just outsidg 
of that section of McKees Rocks callea 
Preston. Of the numerous children be 
longing to the camp, one died yester- 
day and another can scarcely live through 
tonight. The men of the evicted families 
were employees of the Pressed Stee] Car 
Company and have been living in houses 
at Presston owned by the Fidelity Lana 
Company, an adjunct of the car compa- 
ny. Two weeks ago the men went on a 
strike and now they claim their eviction 
is the result. The company claims the 
men were discharged for inciting riot. 
One of the men named Pollak said he 
was at work at the Pressed Steel Car 
Company's plant yesterday, and when he 
went to his house in the evening he fovna 
it empty, and his wife, thelr § four- 
months-old child and household gouds in 
an orchard, They had been evicted with- 
out any notice being given him. He says 
the men who occupied the houses were 
employees of the car company and the 
rent was taken from their wages in®ad- 
vance every two weeks up to ths time or 
the strike.

Contracts Have Been Signed. 

Birmingham, Ala., July 13.—(Special.)— 
Contracts have been signed between the 
operators and miners at the Galloway 
mines, Walker covnty, and the Brilliant 
mines in Marion county. Both of these 
mines will hereefter recognize the United 
Mine Workers of America. At the Bril- 
liant the miners are to receive during 
eight month of the year an advance of 
2% ccnts per ton for mining over the price 
that will prevail during the four summer 
months, the summer basis being 65 cents 
per ton. The Galloway miners will re- 
ceive the same pay as prevailed last year, 
which is 45 cents per ton as a basis.

GARRARD INTERVIEWED |": 
ABOUT THE PLATFORM 

Columbus, Ga., July 13.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Louis F. Garrard, the Georgia mem- 
ber of the platform committee at Kan- 
sas City, and a member of the sub-com- 
mittee of eight who really constructed 
the democratic platform, returned home 
this morning from the west. In an in- 
teresting interview obtained from him by 
The Constitution correspondent, Mr, Gar- 
rard corrects some wrong impressions 
regarding the work of the platform and 
sub-committees and gives some inside 
facts of interest. Among other things, 
Mr. Garrard is earnest and emphatic in 
his statement that Mr. Bryan did not 
attempt to dictate what the democratic 
platform should be. Mr. Garrard said: 

“I represented Georgia on the com- 
mittee on platform at Kansas City, and 
after said committee had discussed the 
question of a platform and settled the 
expression of the silver question, at half- 
past 8 o’clock in the morning, it ad- 
journed and left the matter of construc- 
tion of a platform in the hands of 4 
sub-committee composed of Senator 
Jones, of Arkansas; Senator Tillman, of 
South Carolina; Judge Van Wyck, of 
New York; Governor Stone, of Missourt; 
Senator Blackburn, of Kentucky; Mr. 
Williams, of Massachusetts; Mr. Met» 
calf, of Nebraska, and myself. This com- 
mittee took charge of all resolutions 
pending before the committee on the 
subject of a platform and worked from 
half-past 3 until 10 o’clock the next morn- 
ing, adjourning only long. enough for 
breakfast. At 10 o’clock they submitted 
to the general committee the draft of a 
platform, which was considered and dis- 
cussed until 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
and which was adopted unanimously with 
a few amendments. | 

“The difference of opinion in the com- 
mittee has been very much exaggerated. 
No newspaper reporters were admitted, 
and as a consequence a large amount 
of the information given to the public 
wa3 guesswork. It was never proposed 
in the committee by any one to abandon 
or recede from the position assumed by 
the democrats in 1896 on the question of 
silver or any other question. The only 
| difference was one of expression. Most 
of tue southern states had adopted state 
platforms and had ratified and approved 
the Chicago platform as a whole. The 
Georgia state platform had ratified the 
Chicago platform in these words: “We 
reaffirm and renew our allegiance to, the| 
principles of democracy as contained and 
enumerated in the national democratic 
platform of 1896.’ The language used in 
the proposition submitted to the Kansas 
City committee was even stronger than 
this, and for this proposition I voted, as 
did the representatives of all the south- 
ern states except South Carolina and 
Alabama. I believed that it was the 
proper way to express our allegiance to 
the Chicago platform as a whole and I 
feared that the enunciation and distinct 
mention of one particular plank in the 
platform might be construed into @ re- | 
treat from other positions assumed in 
the platform of 1896. It is a maxim of 
law as old as the English common law 
that the express mention of one thing 
implies the exclusion of another. This 
is also a correct principle of ‘logic. D8l- 
egates from other states represe iting 
#8 votes In the electoral college voted 
as I did and delegates from states repre- 
senting 156 votes in the electoral. college 
voted to the contrary. Most--of the 
states that voted as I did were states 
that go democratic in elections. The 
same could not be said for the other 
side. However, the majority of the mem- 
bers of the committee voted to insert [ 
the ratio and the minority in the com- 
mittee bowed to the result and the com- 
mittee made a unanimous report to the 
‘convention.

He has now turned all of this land well and 
sowed {ft iri peas, millet and forage corn, which 
will be harvested by the first of September, 
then the land * turned and sowed in 
wheat again, thereby taking two 
full cropa a year. Now show me a country 
on earth to excel North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina and dear old Georgia for profitable farm- 
ing. I drove over @ great deal of north 
Georgia a few weeks ago, and from Adairs- 
ville to Calhoun it was one vast wheat field, 
ranging from four to six feet high.

Mr. N, R. McDavid, tnsurance com- 
missioner of Alabama, has issued his 
annual report, which is a neatly got 
up 600-page volume, containing infor- 
mation which ts of general interest. 
There are forty-five American fire in- 
surance companies and twenty-five for- 
eign fire insurance companies author- 
ized to transact business in the state. 
These companies received premiums 
during the year amounting to $1,401,- 
176, and paid out for losses $803,456, 
which is a fraction less than 57 1-2 per 
cent for losses. Theré are twenty-eight 
life insurance companies authorized to 
transact business In the state, which 
companies received $1,780,017 in premi- 
ums, death losses amounting to $652.- 
439; eighteen miscellaneous companies, 
such as accident, employers’ liabilities, 
etc., having authority to write business 
in Alabama, received during the year 
$150,360, paying out $758,339 for lossés. 
While this is not what might be 
called a good year for the companies, 
at the same time it is a great deal bet- 
ter than most of the other states, as 
evidenced by the fact that only five 
fire insurance companies in the United 
States closed their books at the end of 
the year.and showed a gain. Sixteen 
new companies entered Alabama (qur- 
ing the-year, only five withdrawing. 
The report shows the department to 
be in excellent condition, having paid 
into the state treasury almost $50.000

The democratic 
party is pledged in its-platform to the 
end for which the congress will meet and 
democrats will, therefore, predominate 
at the gathering, but the Anti-Imperial-

WRONG MAN GIVEN PISTOL 


Negro Excursionist Charged with 
Impersonating Another. 


REVOLVER WAS NOT FOUND 


Lucius Banks Was “Spotted” by An- 
other Negro with the Detec- 
tive Instinct. 


Several days ago a train-load of ‘col- 
ored excursionisis rolled into Atlanta, 
and the passengers immediately started 
out to see the sights. Among the num- 
ber “was Henry Fears. Ue came from 
some place near Madison, it is said. 

While tuoring the city he happened into 
@ saloon on Decatur street and in the 
course of his remarks asked the barkeep-~ 
er to keep his pistol] until he should call 
for it. To this the man behind the count- 
er agreed; the weapon was placed upon a 
ehelf and Fears left to see more sights. 

Later he returned and requested his 
property. “Why, you came back here 
not long ago and got your gun,”’ said one 
of the men in the saloon. But Fears de 
nied this, and there the matter rested. 
The pistol was gono; Fears said he hadn't 
received it, and those in the saloon were 
positive that a negro had oalled for the 
revolver and it had been given to him. 

The result Was that Fears swore out a 
possessory warrant affd had the white bar- 
keeper at the saloon arrested and taken 
before Justice 8. H. Landrum, The bar- 
keeper admitted that Feats had given him 
the revolver to keep, but stated that when 
he returned from dinner the weapon was 
gone. 

Just at this point in the narrative Per- 
ry Hill, the colored porter at the saloor, 
fave sOme evidence calculated to shed 
light on the situation. Hill gaid that 
when the barkeeper was out at lunch a 
negro had come into the saloon and de 
manded his revolver. The porter had 
heard Fears ask the barkeeper to take 
charge of his weapon for the time-being 
and thinking nothing wrong, turned the 
pistol over to the clainiant. 

But the claimant was not Fears, When 
this story was told, the responsibility 
shifted somewhat to Hill’s gshowlders, and 
he immediately assumed the role of 
Hawkshaw, and set out to tun to earth 
the ‘man who had imperonated Fears. He 
was ‘successful yesterday morning. An- 
other exgursion was just pulling out of 
the depot, when Hill spotted his man and 
pulled him off a car. 

This luckless individual was Lucius 
Banks, colored, and he was arrested on 
@& warrant charging him with imperson- 
eating another. In his possession was a 
large covered basket and whén it was 
examined three quarts of whisky were 
discovered. The pistol was not found. 

Banks was taken to .the station house 
by the arresting officer and locked wp.

The other events at this meet, which 
is for the benefit of those who suffered 
through the recent Hoboken fire, are 
a half mile novice, half mile open, one 
mile handicap and five mile handicap,

Resolution. 


RESOLUTION WAS ADOPTED 


Rev. Perkins, of Connecticut, Wants 


Perfect Liberty of Action. 


MISS OSBORN, OF JAPAN, TALKS 


Atlanta Children Take Prominent 
and Interesting Part in After- 
noon Exercises. 


The feature of the morning session of 
the Young People’s Christian Union at the 
Untversalist church yesterday morning, 
was a lively scrap over a paragraph in the 
report of the committee on resolutions 
calling upori the members of the union to 
and to work 
strenuously for laws prohibiting the liquor 
traffic. The resolution that caused the 


row follows: 

“Resolved, That it is the duty of ali the 
members of our local unions and all con- 
sistent Christians to work strenuously for 
the overthrow of the liquor traffic by the 
practice of total abstinence and by secur- 
ing laws, municipal, state and national, 
that prohibit the manufacture and sdi¢ of 
intoxicating liquors as a beverage, We 
are uncompromisingiy against the legal- 
izing of this blighiimg traffic, regarding 
every kind of license, high or low, as pa/t- 
nership with it.’’ 

Rev. F. W. Perkins protested vigorously 
against the wording of this resolution. He 
said that it would interfere with his lib- 
erty of ‘ndividual action, a condition that 
he regardec as intolerable. 

Rev. A. W, Grier, of Wisconsin, another 
delegate, spoke along the same line. Har- 
ry Hersey, a Tufts college divinity stud- 
ent, offered an amendment to substitute 
for all that followed the words ‘‘and py” 
the words, ‘‘sanctioning every legitimate 
means for its suppression.’’ 

This brovgeht on more talk, and more 
wrangling, but the amendment was finaily 
lost on a tie vote, the president deciding 
against it. 

The session began at 6 o’clock yesterday 
morning with the usual ‘‘quiet hour’’ ser- 
vice. It was led by Rev, F. L, Leavitt, of 
Alabama. His topic was ‘Spiritual 
Growth.” 

A devotional meeting at 8:45 o’clock was 
led by Rev. Thomas Chapman His topic 
was “The Gospel of Work.” 

The business session began an hour late 
and was opened with prayer by Rev. B. 
Lb. Clayton, of Alabama. A partial report 
uf tne credentiai committee snowed repre- 
present from twenty-taree 
Biales, ugilegating 153 delegates. 

A partial leport from the committee on 
oIncial repcrts and recommendations was 
then received. The more important parts 
of the report follow:

“That the Central Union adopt the pol- 
icy of a gradual reduction of the amount 
Ol its contribution to the Atlanca society, 
with a view to transferring to the society 
compiete financia] responsibility’ at the 
earliest, time that its ability and our duty 


will permit. 


“That Dr. McGlauflin be relieved of his 
duties as sou_thern missionary of the Y. 
P. C. U. and become the pustor of the 
Atlanta church, to which he shall be pri- 
marily responsible; and that the office of 
southern. missionary, which he has so ably 
filled, be abolished. : 

“We commend the earnest zeal with 
which Mr. Kast has undertaken the work 
at Harriman, and we recommend the ap- 
propriation of an amount not in exevss of 
$00 on account of salary.

/and Peachtree streets, an interesting point 
was raised which may play a prominent 


part in the decision of the arbitrators. 
Two sessions were held yesterday; one 
in the morning and the other in the after- 
roon. W. H. Glenn and Joel Hurt both 
testified. The hearings have been held 


‘almost daily for the past week and the 


expert testimony brought out thus far 
has been along the line dWermining the 
value of the rails end ties on the parts 
of the tracks sought to pe condemned. 

While Mr. Hurt wae on the stand yes- 
terday he was asked the question as to 
what would be the probable damage to 
the stock of the company if another line 
was permitted to run ovef its rails. At- 
terneys on the other side immediately tn- 
terposed an objection, taking the posi- 
tion that the answer to that question 
would be irrelevant. 

Argument was then had on this point. 
The Atlanta Railway and Power Compas 
ny cortended that {ts stock would £0 
down and that its patronage would be 
diminished in the event another company 
was permitted to use its tracks for any 
distance. Authorities without number 
were read. It was argved that when the 
city council granted the Rapid Transit 
Company the franchise to put its tracks 
on the streets occupied by the other com- 
pany it meant practically that the thor- 
oughfares should be cccupied by fceur 
tracks but that, recognizing the right of 
vehicles. an easy solution was to allow 
the condemnation of part of the tracks 
of the company already occupying the 
street. 

Captain Ellis announced that the ar- 
bitrators would hear the testimony and 
argument on that point, and decide as to 
tts irrelevancy later. Another hearing 
will be nad this morning beginning at 9:30 
o’clock, and next week the hearings will 
be resumed on.Tuesday morning.

Street Will Be Paved at Expense of 
Nine Others. 


AGREEMENT WAS REACHED 


Perplexing Financial Problem Is at 
Last Definitely Settled. 


A SUGGESTION FOR A SUGGESTION 


Street Committee Rejects One Prop- 
osition and Replies with Another 
and Different One. 


It now seems reasonably certain that 
the mooted question of asphalt pavement 
for Peters street is settled. That street 
will be paved, so far as the $5,000 avail- 
ablé for the purpose will permit.. 

In securing this result, which was only 
obtained after quite a lengithy struggle, 
Peters street will be paved at the ex- 
pense of nine streets for which paving 
appropriations had bee passed up. 
These streets are West Mitchell, Bryan, 
Frazier, India, Ocmulgee, Loomis, Cur- 
rier and Glynnwood.. Appropriations had 
been passed up for the purpose of grad- 
ing these thoroughfares and the cfty en- 
gineer was only waiting until such time 
as he could get at the work. It now 
seems that they will be compelled to 
wait until next year’s appropriation be- 
fore the necessary work can be started. 

For some time past the question of 
funds to complete the improvements on 
Edgewood avenue, and thus avoid dam- 
age suits to the city, has been a perplex- 
ing one. The finance committee grappled 
with it on more than one occasion, but 
failed of a satisfactory solution. Finally 
the finance committee suggested to the 
street committee that the only way the 
money could be obtained was to take from 
Peters street the $5,000 that had been 
appropriated for asphalt pavement on 
that thoroughfare. The proposition was 
considered seriously and the committee 
would have dcubtless acted on it had 
not the property owners on Peters street 
raised a howl that culminated in several 
of them appearing before the committes 
and registering a serious objection. 

_ Anderson Solves Problem. 

When the street committee met yester- 
day morning the problem presented itself 
in definite shape. City Attorney Ander- 
son appeared before the committee in the 
capacity of a property owner of Peters 
street and gave it as his opinion that both 
Edgewood avenue and Peters street need- 
ed money. He said he thought it would 
be unfair to Peters street to take from 
it the amount that had been passed up. 
In order to meet the requirements of the 
Edgewood avenue situation, he said that 
he thought the finance committee could 
with propriety take from the streets or- 
dinary the sum of $2,800 which wads to 
have been applied on the streets men- 
tioned, but which had not yet been 
reached. 

Councilman Roy immediately made a 
moticn that the street committee make 
the suggestion to the finance committee 
that it adopt Judge Anderson's plan of 
raising money for Edgewood avenue. The 
motion was adopted and thus it was that 
Peters street was saved. The street com- 
mittee then voted that $5,000 be used to 
pave Peters street with asphalt. 

Councilman Harwell then announced 
that the resolution would be presented 
to council in an amended form providing 
for twelve feet of cubic blocks with 
asphalt on either side. 

Prior to the action of the street com- 
mittee, Councilman J. W. Pope and Al- 
derman Mayson indulged in a passage of 
words concerning the action of their re- 
spective committees that was more in the 
nature of good-natured chaff than any- 
thing else.

Satisfactory Financial Return Is Con- 
fidently Looked For 


ON ACCOUNT OF HIGHER PRICE 


Western Crop Situation En 
Iron Continues To Be Reduced. 
Tone Better in Cotton Goodg. 


New York, July 18.—Bracstreet’s tomorrow 
will say: 

While trade ig still of only midsummer vol- 
ume, the beginning of improvement in demand 
is apparently becoming visible. The itmprove- 
ment is still one of tone rather than of actual 
den:and, but with, as seems probable, a yield 
of 540,000,000 oushels of wheat, the new 
record-breaking yield of corn and a very large 
product of oats, the western crop situation 
contains .mny encouraging features. The 
southern cotton crop has undoubtedly suffered 
and the condition ‘s unprecedentedly low for 
this season of the year, but the acreage planted 
was a large one, and prices are so much high- 
er that a satisfactory financial return is con- 
fidertly looked for. In addition, railroad earn- 
ings point to the maintenance of the business 
of the country as a volume in excess of last 
year. . 

The effort of the big fron and steel con- 
cerns to control. prices, if really made, has 
proven abortive, and another wholesale slash- 
ing of quotations is to be reported this week. 
Procuction, however. is falling off and in- 
creases of furnace stocks, though considerable, 
would seem small :f renewed activety occur- 
red It ts hard to see how lower prices can be 
expected; and it {ts sald that present quo- 
tations are attracting some business, partic- 
ularly at Chicago. 

The situation in cotton goods is an embar- 
rassing one for the manufacturers. Raw ma- 
ton, old crop, this week reached the highest 
price in ten years, but nothing like a propor- 
tionate advance is being secured in many fin- 
ished products. Export trade with China has 
been checked, several mills have been shut 
down and short during the summer has been 
practically agreed upon by the Fall River 
patent cloth mills. 

A rather better tone is noted in the dry goods 
market at New York, with symptoms of ex- 
pérding demand, chiefly, however, for season- 
able goods. 

Concessions in prices have induced rather 
freer buying of wool at some centers, and the 
tone of the London sales is firmer, but goods 
meérkets show little animation. 

The industrial situmtion is rather better as 
a result of agreements upon wages by a num- 
ber of iron and steel manufacturing concerns 
and their employees. 

Lover prices for lumber are apparently in- 
ducing more activity in building, though how 
much is due to this, or how much to the set- 
tlerent of labor disturbances, is hard to 
measure. 

Wheat, including flour, shipments for the 
week aggregate 2,829,910 bushels, against 
3,018,832 last week, 3,253,815 in the corre- 
syonding week of 1899, 2,910,827 in 18:3, 
1,522,092 in i897 and 2,963,949 in 1896.

Corn exports for the week aggregate 4,022,- 
O68 bushels, against 3,614,294 last week, 
4,553,739 in this week a year ago, 2,822,248 
in 1898, 2,723,510 in 1897 and 1,110,371 in 
1896. From July Ist to date, this season, 
corn exports are 7,636,362, against 8, 650,- 
883 last season and 5,233,520 in 1898-99.

695,635 last year, gave no occasion for dili- 
gent search, failure returns will be worth 
nothing. But today it is shown that 30 bank- 
ing failures for $25,822,682, against 31 last 
year for $7,601,728, accounted for much of the 
d‘fference; that 265 brokerage and real estate 
failvres for $22,122,346, agairist 145 iast 
year, or only $12,328,215 accounted for an- 
other part, and that in building and lumber 
working and trade other large failures dis- 
tinctly connected with those in real estate 
explain much more of the difference between 
marvufacturing and trading failures last year 
and this. In these and much less important 
changes in a few other lines are seen sub- 
stantially all the commercial disasters as yet 
resulting from an amazing rise in prices last 
year, followed by weary but largely success- 
ful efforts during the past few months to get 
back to a normal state of businesss. When 
this is seen and the remarkable steadiness in 
lumber and the size of che great majority of 
failures not for exceptional amounts, there 
aprears ground. for especial satisfaction that 
business has been so soundly conducted under 
corditions of unusual danger. 

The iron Age makes the output of pig iron 
283,413 tons weekly, July Ist, but the decrease 
of 16,000 tons has by this time been ex- 
ceeded, other furnaces having stopped \this 
micnth, and repairs of works and wage scales 
may yet occupy some time.

WHEAT STARTED STRONG 


Weather In the Northwest Was Re- 
ported Improved, 


——— 


ESTIMATED FIELD BEING RAISED 


Were Principal Factors in the De- 
cline in Wheat—Corn Closed 1-2 
to 6-Sc and Oats 1-8 to 
1-4c Lower—Provisions 
Closed Higher. 


Chicago, July 13.—Weather conditions influe 
enced all the grain markets today. Reports of 
improvement in the northwest and the raising 
of the estimated yield figures were the prin- 
cipal factors in a decline of 1%4%@I!%c in wheat. 
Corn closed %@%c lower and oats %@%c lower. 
Provisions were steady on light receipts and 
good cash demand and closed 24%@5c higher. 

The opening of wheat was rather strong, 
September starting at an advance of % to %c 
at 80%@80%e. This was due entirely to pit 
trading, local speculators being influenced by 
the fact that foreign markets did not show 
any response to yesterday's decline here and to 
the serious Chinese situation. The strength 
disappeared almost immediately. Reports from 
the northwest told of an improved condition 
of wheat as a result of rains and the cooler 
weather prevailing, and the figures on the crop 
given out today By The Trade Bulletin were 
raised considerably. This quickly changed the 
balance of trading in favor of the bears. The 
northwest sold considerably, and the steady 
decline in the price finally discouraged longs 
and resulted in considerable liquidation, which 
was kept up with more or less steadiness all 
day. Toward the close of the session there 
was a slight improvement in tone caused by 
covering by northwest traders who had put 
out wheat earlier in the week and who had 
good profits in sight. The closing, however, 
was heavy, though..at a little better than bot- 
tom prices. September sold down to 79c, but 
recovered to 79%c on the late buying. The 
closé was at 79%@79%ec. Northwest receipts 
were 142 cars, compared with 102 last week 
and 483 a year aga. Chicago receipts were 97 
cars, 13 of contract grade. Total primary re- 
ceipts were 509,000 bushels, against 785,000 
bushels a year ago. New York reported 50 
loads taken for export. Seaboard clearances 
were equal to 215,000 bushels. 

Corn was strong early, influenced by reports 
of continued hot weather in Kansas and Ne- 
braska and absence of rain with decidedly 
pessimistic crop reports. Opening prices showei 
@ substantial advance, and this fact induced 
enough profit taking to keep prices on the down 
grade for the rést of the session. Country offer- 
ings were light. ‘The seaboard reported 60 
loads taken for export. Local receipts were 
635 cars. September ranged from 46@43%@ 
45%c and closed %@%e lower at 43%c. _ 

The oats market followed closely the fluctua- 
tions of corn. Opening prices were slightly 
higher,, but the market soon declined on selling 
by local traders, influenced by the weakness 
of other grains. Traders o bought early in 
the week on damaging reports from the west 
were conspicuous in the selling. Receipts 151 
cars. September opened at 24%c and closed 
%@‘%c lower at 24%c. 

Provisions, though rather'dull, showed steadi- 
ness throughout the session. Hog receipts were 
light, the demand for meats was good and prices 
were well sustained. Fluctuations were unim- 
portant. At the close September pork was 2% 
@5c higher at $12.62%; September lard 5c 
higher at $6.92% and September ribs 2%@5c 
higher at §7.

Minneapolis, Minn., July 13.—H, V. Jones, 
in a conservative review of the crop situation- 
in the northwest, printed in The Journal today 
after a personal inspection of the flelds, pre- 
dicts that the yield of wheat in the three 
spring wheat states—Minnesota, North and 
South Dakota—will at the very least reach 
135,000,000 bushels, as against 210,000,000 
last year, with favorable weather during the 
ensuing four \weeks the yield will reach 150,- 
000,000 bushels. This is the highest estimate 
yet made. Mr. Jones maintains that the soak- 
ing rains in the first days of July have worked 
wonders.

Bulls Early Made Futile Efforts To 
Retain Control, 


THE FOREIGN MARKETS WERE WEAK 


Attempt To Advance ‘Brought Out 
Realizing, and Market Lapsed 
Into Lifeless State, 


New. York, July 13.—Today’s stock market 
was but a dull and uninteresting affair and 
marked the further relapse from the manipulat- 
ed rise of the earlier part of the week which 
came into evidence yesterday. Selling to take 
profits was the order of the day and thé 
bears put out some fresh short lines. The bull 
continggnt in the forenoon still made futile 
efforts to retain control The weakness of the 
foreign markets was due to fears regarding 
the Chinese situation and to the mishap to the 
British forces in south Africa. The effect 
here was purely sympathetic, and when it 
was seen how i a the selling for London 
account was the bulls braced their energies 
and attempted to resume control.of the mar- 
ket. The pressure’ of profit taking which 
met the advance when last night’s level of 
prices was approached discouraged the attempt, 
and the market was allowed to lapse into an 
almost lifeless state. The sharp break. in ths 
wheat market, which might be fairly con- 
strued as indicating a more hopeful feeling 
regarding the crop, was powerless to sustain 
the stock market. Small as the offerings were 
they were sufficient to drive prices sharply 
below last night’s level. The grangers, south- 
westerns and some of the southern railroad 
stocks were most notably affected, but there 
were examples of weakness throughout the 
list, both of railroads and specialites. The 
steel stocks became notably weak late in the 
day; on a growing apprehension that the 
general reaction in business will curtail the 
consumptive requiremen for iron and steel, 
whatever the ultimate basis of prices may be. 
A further advance in the sterling exchange 
rate, the hardening of the London discount rate 
and the continued drain on the gold reserves of 
the Bank of England led to the opinion among 
the interna@ional exchange houses that further 
shipments of gold from New York to Paris 
are likely to be made next week. Estimates 
of tomorrow's bank statement are rather tenta- 
tive in view of the discrepancy last week be- 
tween the preliminary indications and the ac- 
tual results. The banks seem to have gained 
over a million dollars in the sub-treasury dur- 
ing the week, and the movement of currency 
from the intemfor, though considerably reduced, 
is still in their favor. Call loans fell to | 
per cent this afternoon and the probability 
is in favor of an increase in surplus reserves.

Strickler arrived in a few minutes, but 
announced at once that Mr, Howard waa 
beyond human aid. 

He expired in about seven minutes after 
the change in his condition became no- 
ticabl& A stroke of appoplexy caused 
his death. 

The body of Mr. Howard was taken yes- 
terday morning to the residence of ‘his 
daughter, Mrs. Muse. George Muse, his 
son-in-law, and George P. Howard, the 
son of the deceased, were in New York 
at the time of his death.

At the time of his death he had reached 
the age of sixty-eight years. He was hon- 
ored and respected by all who knew him, 
and though he was several times pressed 
to announce his candidacy for office ho 
never cared to figure in municipal politics. 
His whole life was symbolic of the man— 
quiet, unassuming and upright. He was 
merely a citizen of: Atlanta. 

He was tor twerity years connected with 
the late George W. Adair in the real es- 
tate business.

tent, the exercise of judgment and discretion. 

As a ministerial officer, the clerk and his 

sureties are bound to any person who ts injured 

by the failure of such clerk to perform, as 
well as for the improper or neglectful perform- 
ance of such duties. Accordingly, when a mort- 
gagor presents to such clerk an original mort- 
gage of record and an order to the clerk pur- 
porting to have been signed by the mortgagee, 
to-cance) such mortgage on the record, -and the 
clerk has no kfiowledge of the invalidity cf 
the ordey nor any reason to suspect the same, 
the act of recording the order does not render 
the clerk-and the aureties on his official bond 
liable te a person injured by such entry, not- 
withstanding the order was forged.
